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Hurricane Bob Chases 
The Fishing Fleet Back Home 


It was a quick moving stonn, 
steaming so fast northward that 
many New Bedford fishing vessels 
just about made it through the dike 
before it closed. 

Hurricane Bob packed wind 
gusts in excess of 100 mph as it hit 
Southern New England on August 
19th. Fearing a tidal surge, 
authorities quickly moved to close 
the hurricane barrier. 

While traditionally many 
draggermen are in port for the 
annual blessing of the fleet 
ceremonies, others steamed home to 
outrun the storm the following day. 
The docks on both sides of the 
harbor were packed with vessels 
including New Bedford's State Pier. 

Unfortunately a handful of 
vessels were not able to enter the 
harbor after the dike doors closed 
and were forced to ride out the storm 
outside the rock barrier. There were 
some tense moments as vessels ,tried 
to maintain their positions close in 
the channel areas in rough seas and 
high winds. 

Inside the harbor there were a 
few incidents of damage. Local 
fishermen standing watch on the 
vessels on the New Bedford side 


called on Coast Guard vessels 
moored in the harbor to catch three 
runaway fishing vessels at the height 
of the storm. 

The F/V Sonia & Nancy trailed 
by the Lady of Grace and another 
unidentified vessel broke free from 
their docks at the State Pier and 
headed for the New Bedford/ 
Fairhaven bridge. During the 
incident the Sonia & Nancy and 
Lady of Grace sustained heavy 
damage as their hulls reportedly 
collided. Both vessels were caught 
and secured at the Crystal Ice dock. 

The owners of a 65' sailing 
ketch anchored off Fairhaven's Fort 
Street area near the hunicane dike 
called for Coast Guard assistance 
when another vessel became 
entangled in their anchor line. The 
Coast Guard assisted in towed the 
vessel free. 

It was estimated that over 250 
fishing vessels were moored safely 
inside the harbor. The North 
Terminal bulkhead was full to 
capacity and included a safe refuge 
for the M/V Schamonchi and Tug 
Acushnet. Many pleasure boats were 
hauled out of the water behind 
Pope's Island and others anchored 


successfully behind the island. 

A landmark in the harbor was 
demolished. The tall radio antenna 
which was owned by Carl Pimental 
on Crow Island toppled into the 
water by the high winds. The tower 
was rebuilt 50 years ago after falling 
into the harbor during the 1938 
hurricane. It is not known if the 
antenna will be rebuilt. 

The organizers of the New 
Bedford Seafood festival at the State 
Pier had rush through their efforts to 
clean up the grounds following the 
end of the three day event Sunday 
night. The huge 200 foot tent and 
electrical wiring was quickly taken 
down just hours before the full brunt 
of the storm. 

Mariners in other area harbors 
weren't so lucky during the fierce 
storm. Close to 100 pleasure vessels 
broke from their moorings in 
Padanaram Harbor in South 
Dartmouth and sustained heavy 
damage after landing atop the 
bridge. On Fairhaven's West Island 
Causeway, about 5 vessels broke 
free from their moorings while a 
storage shed at Earl's Marina 
housing a number of outboard 
vessels toppled in the high winds.

state Officially Kicks Off 
Construction of New Pope's Island Marina 


The construction of a new 
marina at Marine Park on the 
Fairhaven/New Bedford Bridge was 
officially kicked off with a 
groundbreaking ceremony on 
August 13 th. 

The construction of the 198 
slip marina will be completed by 
next summer and will be privately 
managed. The revenues from the 
facility may be shared by the 
Harbor Development Commision, 
New Bedford Park Department and 
the State. 

The idea of a marina was first 
proposed by former State 
Representative Roger "Sparky" 
Goyette in 1987. Since that time 
Senator MacLean worked hard to 
secure state fmancing for the 
contruction of the facility. 

"It was a dream of Sparky's and 
we owe it to him" said MacLean 
during the ceremony. Others on 
hand agreed as they credited both 
Goyette and MacLean for their 
efforts. They included Mayor John 
Bullard and State Representatives 
Robert Koczera and Joe McIntyre. 
Goyette was also on hand for the 
ceremony. 

The marina will consist of 
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floating linger piers and a building 
housing showers, offices and a 
pumpout facility. A large parking 
lot will also be constructed. 

Mayor Bullard spoke of the 
delicate balance of building a 
marina within a working waterfront. 
"We have always put an emphasis 
on wOTking vessels and ignored 
what is going on out in Buzzards 
Bay." 

The Mayor credited state 
officials for developing a plan 
which he says does not "conflict 
with the primary resource of New 
Bedford," 

Goyette recognized a number 
of people who assisted him in 
proposing the idea four years ago. 
They include the Director of the 
Offshore Mariner's Association 
Howard Nickerson. He ended his 


remarks with some advice for area 
residents. "This marina will prove 
to the people of Greater New 
Bedford, if you have an idea that 
friends acknowledge and you want 
to push for it, keep fighting, itil 
come." 

The Joseph Early Contruction 
Company won a state bid to 
construct the project Most of the 
green grass area of Marine Park has 
been dug out fOT the installation of 
utility pipes. 

The marina will house the 
area's first pumpout station for 
pleasure boaters. Federal laws 
prohibit mariners from dumping 
sewerage within three miles of state 
waters. The Tbwn of Fairhaven will 
treat the sewerage at its newly 
expanded treatment facility.

As is the case each summer, the 
Coast Guard responds to many calls 
ranging from assisting pleasure 
boaters, swimmers and unfortunately 
hoax calls. The following reports are 
just a few from the many that keep 
the Coast Guard First District quite 
busy during these summer months. 

July 9.1991/7:16 pm 

Coast Guard Station Casde Hill 
copied a distress call stating 
"Mayday, Mayday, Mayday, we're 
going down." No directional find was 
obtained and the voice was that of a 
young male that sounded intoxicated 
with a slight hint of laughter. A 
helicopter and boat was dispatched to 
search SO square miles west of 
Marthas Vineyard which resulted in 
negative results. 

July 10,1991/ 9:56 pm 

A number of Coast Guard units 
copied a Mayday broadcast two 
times. All units answered the call 
and there was no response. An 
urgent marine broadcast was issued 
and got no response. 

July 12,1991/4:53 pm 

The F/V Sara Ann called for medical 
assistance 135 miles southeast of 
Nantucket aft^ a crewman had been 


injured when a ^te tail pierced his 
calf. The crewman was apparently 
having a reaction to the injury. The 
flight surgeon was briefed and 
recommended an evacuation by 
helicopter. The medevac was done 
successfully. 

July 22,1991/8:27 pm 

A number of Coast Guard Stations 
monitored a child calling SOS on ' , 
channel 16. The rept^ indicated 
there were other children's voices in 
the background and some laughing. 
There were no response to Coast 
Guard callbacks as well as the urgent 
. marine broadcast. It was determined 
likely to be a hoax. 

July 24.1991/1:25 am 

The F/V Weymouth out of New 
Bedford reported itself adrift with 
engine problems related to the water 
pump. The master stated that they 
were attempting to repair the problem 
, but if the situation could not be 
corrected by the morning hours a 
Coast Guard tow was suggested. The 
vessel was unable to repair the 
problem by daybreak and a tow was 
arranged to Nantucket who-e the Tug 
Jaguar relieved the tow. 


July 24,1991/2:30 am 

Coast Guard station Ctq)e Cod Canal 
received medical assistance call from 
the Tug Evening Ude one mile north 
of the east entrance. It was reported 
that a 30 year old crewman was 
standing in the path of a five inch 
towing hawser when it parted and 
snapped back hitting the man in the 
head. Emergency crews responded 
and CPR was performed on the man 
within 12 minutes. The crewman was 
taken by ambulance to a local 
hospital and was pronounced dead on 
- arrival. 

July 26.1991/5:43 pm 

The F/V Santo Antonio, out at five 
miles south of Muskeget Channel 
. reported that he had an engine room 
fire and needed Coast Guard 
assistance. When the Coast Guard 
units arrived on the scene the fire had 
been extinguished by the crew. A 
tow was arranged and was relieved 
by the Tug Jaguar. 

July 27,1991/7:30 am 

The F/V Sandra Jane reported an 
injured crewman onboard after a 
seven foot fall into the fish hold. A 
medevac was preformed successfully.

1/2 lb skinless cod fillet* 
(should be cut 1/2” thick) 
1/2 lemon - sliced 


1/4 cup marinated cucumber salad - drained 
1/4 cup chunky salsa (mild or hot) 

Chopped greens 


Place fish in steamer basket in a large skillet with 1/2” water. Top with lemon 
slices.

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FA^ Lady Jay Catches Fire 
Crew rescued 



The New Bedford based VfW Lady Jay caught fire off 
Nantucket in the early morning hours of August 18th 
forcing its six man crew overboard. The fire reportedly 
began in the engine room and its crew was rescued by the 
FA^ Virginia Sands which was nearby. 

The Coast Guard was received an EPIRB signal from 
the Lady Jay at S: 17 am and an urgent marine broadcast 
for the vessel was issued. When a Coast Guard Cutter 
arrived in the scene, the fire was doused and the crew was 
transferred to the cutter. 

The Tug Jaguar was assisting with a tow from 
Nantucket to New Bedford. Waterfront observers says the 
vessel had recently undergone major renovations. It is not 
known the extent of damage. No one was injured in the 
fire. 


Studds Assists Local 
Net Swordfishermen 

Local swordfishermen who use large mesh drift nets 

got some help from the government recently. 
Representative Gerry Studds was joined by two of his 
colleagues in sending a letter to the National Marine 
Fisheries Service asking for the establishment of an 
experimental fishery based on the New Bedford nets. 

Most of the twenty vessels (q)erating out of New 
Bedford have been severely cut back due to a new landing 
quota regulation which went into effect in the early 
summer months. Vessels using longline methods of 
catching swordfish received a large share of the quota. 
Local fishermen claim longliners catch smaller fish while 
their improvised nets can target specific types and sizes of 
fish. 

The Northeast Atlantic Swordfish Netters Association 
has been urging the NMFS to allow them to work with the 
University of Rhode Island in establishing an 
experimental fishery so that they can study just how effect 
the nets can be, especially in times of conservation. 
Studds' letter requests just that 

Drift nets have been the topic of international debate 
because of the problems of catching large marine 
mammals. Local Hshermen say their nets are unlike the 
large scale drift nets used by other countries. 

The local drift nets use a 22 inch mesh and are set 
below the waterline in small portions. The federal quota 
regulation has already stopped local swordfishermen from 
fishing in June when it was announced that their quota 
was reportedly filled. Fishermen had to turn back home 
from deep out on the fishing grounds after hearing of the 
news. 

It is not known what action, if any, the NMFS would 
take in response to Studds' letter.
